The revised constitution of the 
United Students of Tyler Junior 
College has been printed in this 
issue so that every student may 
have a chance to know what Dem¬ 
ocratic provisions have been 
made for his stay at TJC. 

With the current student coun¬ 
cil elections at hand, the constitu¬ 
tion should be of interest, since it 
contains the provisions governing 
council requirements. 

The present TJC constitution is 
the result of hard work and some 
mishaps. 

The original constitution was 
lost or misplaced in moving from 
the old college to our present 
campus. 

In November of 1948 the student 
council appointed a constitution 
committee that worked almost six 
months in formulating a new con¬ 
stitution from i§cratch. 

This constitution was drawn up 
May 2. 1949, and ratified shortly 
thereafter. 

Howeve r, this constitution 
proved unworkable in many re¬ 
spects and underwent several re¬ 
visions and amendments during 
the fall of 1949. 

With these amendments the 
constitution was put to work and 
proved to be suitable for TJC as 
it now stands.

Good will and proof that the 
School of Music can live up

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STUDENT 
BODY OF TYLER JUNIOR COLLEGE 

This constitution was drawn up May 2, 1949 and amended 
in the fall, 1950. 

We, the students of Tyler Junior College, in order to estab¬ 
lish better relations within the college and to facilitate the 
more rapid growth of Tyler Junior College and the democratic 
principles therein do ordain and establish this constitution of 
the United Students of TVler Junior College. 

ARTICLE I. 

SECTION I: 

1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be vested in 
a Student Council of nine members composed of the Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-President, and Secretary of each of the freshman 
and senior classes and the general student body. 

2. The Student Council shall have the power to pass all 
laws necessary and proper for the general welfare of the 
student body. 

3. The president of the student body shall have the'power 
to veto legislation. 

SECTION 2 was abolished. ^ 

SECTION 3: - 

1. The student Council shall have vested within it all 
lawful powers of student government, .such as 

a. The student Council, shall meet regularly at least once 
a month for conducting business. The President of the 
Student Council shall have the authority to call special 
sessions of the Student Council as he sees fit. A majority 
shall constitute a quorum. 

b. Those powers pertaining to that portion of the student 
activity fund allocated by the college administration for 
general activities of the student body. To aid in this, the 
Council should invite representatives of the various organi¬ 
zations in consultation. 

. c - .The planning of an annual program of student activi¬ 
ties including the setting of Homecoming and other special 
events. To facilitate a harmonious program, the College 
Director of Student Activities shall act as a consultant in 
these matters. 

d. To act with the faculty committee of three, appointed 
by the college President as an approving agency, in recog¬ 
nizing new student organizations. 

e. To act as a directing force in the promotion of school 
spirit. 

SECTION 4: 

Elections and oualifications of candidates. 

1. General Officers. 

&. Candidates must be full time’ students carrying a 
minimum course load of fifteen semester hours. 

. b. Candidates must pledge their intention of being a full 
time student for the full time of their terms of their terms 
of office. 

'c. Candidates sh^H have made and he maintaining at the 
time of petition a “C” average, in which no grade shall be 
less than D.

College Enrollment Due 


All-Time High In 1962 


In 1962, the number of white 
f boys and girls graduating from 
high school should reach 56,229 as 
compared with 39,091 in 1953. 

If the same percentage of high 
school graduates enter college in 
1962 as have in recent years, there 
will be 35,000 as compared with 
27,132 freshman this year. This is 
an increase of approximately 30 
per cent. 


The increase is due to the high 
birthrate of World War II. These 
students are now progressing 
through junior high schools and 
are due to graduate about 1960. * 
If the same percentage of these 
i graduates enter college as those of 
1952.. there is the problems of sud¬ 
den increased enrollment.
